Evergreens  are  ready  for  shipping  at  once 
and  wherever  possible  should  be  set  out  in  the 
early  fall. 

Many  of  the  vines  are  in  pots  and  can  be 
shipped  promptly  upon  receipt  of  order  — 
Shrubs,  Roses,  Fruits,  etc.,  are  usually  in  good 
condition  for  transplanting  from  October  15th 
on. 

For  successful  planting  of  these  important 
items,  prepare  good-sized  holes,  enriching  the 
soil  with  rotted  manure  and  bone  meal,  pour 
in  plenty  of  water  in  the  bottom  of  the  hole 
and  then  set  your  Shrubs.  Tramp  the  soil 
down  hard  around  the  roots. 

Mulch  everything  the  first  winter  after 
planting  but  after  that  all  can  stand  the  win- 
ter, with  the  exception  of  the  Roses,  which 
should  be  protected  every  winter. 

The  careful  arrangement  of  Trees,  Shrubs 
and  Evergreens  will  do  more  to  improve  the 
appearance  of  a place  than  any  other  improve- 
ment. It  makes  your  place  look  like  a— Home 
— instead  of  just  a house.
